SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

“NINA’S Toilet Training ”is a handwritten story which promotes as sexually arousing the 
exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes, the use of violence and 
coercion to compel children to submit to sexual conduct, the infliction of extreme 
cruelty, and the use of urine and excrement in association with degrading and 
dehumanising sexual conduct. 

From the circumstances it is reasonable to assume that this story is being made 
available for supply, alongside other material, in association with the exchange of 
money. The availability of the publication is therefore likely to be injurious to the public 
good, despite the fact that the story was submitted in the context of a personal letter. In 
these circumstances, the limitation on the freedoms contained in s14 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 are demonstrably justified. The publication is classified 
as objectionable. 
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
